hen Betty McMicken, 
a Cal State Long Beach 
communicative dis- 


orders professor, met Kelly Rogers 
in the waiting room of her office 26 
years ago, she had no idea what to 
expect. The then 16-year-old Rogers 
had been born with congenital aglos- 
sia — meaning she was born without 
a tongue. 

McMicken had no idea of Rogers; 
condition. Rogers smiled as she sat 
in McMiken’s office, speaking just as 
well as someone with a tongue. 

“Being a person with congenital 
aglossia all the time, every day, had 
been an adjustment,” Rogers said. 
“It’s something that I didn’t think 
about initially. I chose not to think 
about it.” 

Rogers, a student at Saddleback 
College in Mission Viejo, is now 
pursuing a degree in communica- 
tion disorders and hopes to transfer 
to CSULB in the fall. She originally 
wanted to major in fashion merchan- 
dise, but after some convincing from 
- McMicken, she decided to change her

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path to communicative disorders. 

McMicken, who recently won two 
awards from the American Speech 
and Hearing Association, said her 

- initial meeting with Rogers was to 
evaluate whether Rogers should have 
jaw surgery. ; 

“When I met Kelly [Rogers], I was 
asked by her mom to assess her for 
a possible mandibular advancement 
[lower jaw surgery],’ McMicken 
said. “That was familiar to me, but 
assessing a person for that procedure 
who ‘has congenital aglossia was 
brand new territory.” 

Rogers said she sought the lower 
jaw surgery for cosmetic reasons. 
She is.one of 11 people worldwide to 
be diagnosed with isolated congeni- 
tal aglossia since 1718 and one of the 
few people currently living with the 
condition, according to McMicken. ’ 

Rogers’ articulation surprised 
McMicken, who concluded that she 
did not need the surgery. 

‘Don’t touch the structure, be- 
cause we might impair her very com- 
petent speech,” McMicken said. 

Rogers and McMicken met briefly 
two more times to do X-rays and 
films but did not see each other for 
the next 26 years. Then, three years

Four years ago, the California State 
Student Association registered about 
16,000 ‘students for the upcoming 
election.

The Disaster Dollhouse Halloween 
Maze got adrenaline running through 
students’ veins, made some scream — 
and caused others to curl up in a fetal 
position and cry. 

University Student Union room 101 
at Cal State- Long Beach was filled 
with students lining the hallway, a few 
dressed as the grim reaper, Lakers girls, 
Catwoman and even Willy. Wonka. 

Students waited in line Wednesday 
for this year’s Halloween maze, which 
was hosted by the USU Program Coun- 
cil and had the theme of “Disaster Doll- 
house.”

Littleton said that’an estimated 300 
or more students walk through the 
maze on Halloween.

“The numbers -are a little bit 
skewed because some of the voters 
had registered on their own and not 
through the 49ers Vote drive, which 
makes it hard to gauge exactly how 
many CSULB students registered 
to vote,” Esparza said. “Our main 
goal was to get students to register, 
so however way they did that, we’re 
just happy they had.”

McMicken then decided to look at 
Roger’s X-rays again, and now they 
cover her office.

“They think we’re not going to 
turn out,’ Ortega said. “If you cut 
Medicare, seniors will react, and 
students are a lot harder to moti- 
vate.” 

Andy Kiddoo, a junior music ma- 
jor who registered during a trip to 
Vons, had a different idea explaining 
why the 49ers Vote campaign results 
came up short. 

“If [the university] accepts less 
and less students from here and 
more students from other countries 
because they will pay more, then of 
course there are less [of the student 
body] whom they can help register,” 
Kiddoo said. “I blame it all on the 
budget cuts.” 

Some students who registered to 
vote, like junior accounting major 
Nick Zolla, said they feel that their 
votes do not count for much nonethe- 
less. 

“T registered at a community col- 
lege campus,” Zolla said. “But if I 
did or didn’t vote though, would it 
really make a difference? In Cali- 
fornia, [my vote] might count, but 
nationally I don’t think it is very im- 
portant.” _ 

Esparza said she believes this 
year’s election is especially signifi- 
cant as there is something in the bal- 
lot that will directly affect CSULB, 
which could includ? a rebate of $498 
to make up for the tuition increase 
they previously paid. 

“Students need to understand 
that the closer the government is 
the more it affects you,’ Esparza 
said. “If you vote and drive, politi- 
cians are going to court your vote, 
and it’s going to make things hap- 
pén for you.” 


the now 42-year-old Rogers was 
emotional. 

“It was like rediscovering a fam- 
ily member,” McMicken said. 

Rogers now works at CSULB for 
McMicken as a personal research 
assistant.

Alex Garcia decided to sideline bas- 
ketball when he couldn’t get through 
a pick-up game without feeling pain 
in his knee. But now, a new program 


through the Student Recreation and 
Wellness Center may get him back on 
the court. 


The SRWC is putting a different spin 


on sports with its new Inclusive Rec- 
reation program, offering inner tube 
water polo, sit volleyball, goal ball and 
wheelchair basketball shootouts. 

“With Inclusive Rec., I think I will be 
able to renew my passion for the game 
and help others in a similar situation,” 
Garcia, a senior biology major, said. 

According to Sharon Meyer, Inclu- 
sive Recreation assistant for the SRWC, 
the program allows both people with 
and without disabilities to participate in 
the'same activities. 


“None [of the sports] are ‘only’ for 
disabled students,” Christina Esparza, 
Associated Students Inc. communi- 
cations coordinator, said via email. 
“That’s why we call it ‘inclusive’ rec- 
reation.” 

Esparza said that the SRWC has had 
inclusive recreational equipment since 
it opened in 2010. She said that equip- 
ment has always been available and it 
is not separated from the others. All 
members, no matter what their abilities, 
are able to work out side by side. 

Though the equipment has_ been 
available for two years, the Inclusive 
Recreation program was just started 
this semester. 


“These types of inclusive recreation 
sports ... are’ growing sports in the 
country and are quite popular,” Esparza 
said. 

Meyer has been in charge of adap- 
tive recreation for little more than a 
year. She said that through her own re- 
search on the topic, she has been able 
to order equipment for disabled stu- 
dents to use at the SRWC. She has also 
trained other employees on adaptive 
recreation basics so that they can help 
her facilitate activities with members 
of the gym. 

Along with gym einenovees. Meyer 
also works alongside the director of 
Disabled Student Services to coordi- 


nate activities and weekly inclusive 
recreation programs. 

“I’ve done my own footwork, to get 
the word out about inclusive recre- 
ation,” Meyer said “I’m lucky that all 
the other programs [at the SRWC] work 
together to get the word out.” 

Meyer said she encourages all gym 
members to join in on the inclusive rec- 
reation sports or activities because it 
would help bridge the gap between dis- 
abled members and other individuals 
who share the same passion for a sport 
and staying in shape.

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Of the many propositions on this 
year’s California ballot, Proposition 
37 has been getting a lot of play. 

A “yes” vote on Prop. 37 would 
require most foods containing 
genetically engineered ingredients 
be marked as such on the front 
package or label of the food.

However, if people want to have 
their genetically engineered food 
labeled, then why would they not 
want labels on food that has been 
treated with hormones, steroids 
or antibiotics? How about labels 
on their meats that label that this. , 
chicken was raised inhumanely and 
was forced to live in close quarters 
with other beakless chickens so 
they do not peck each other to 
death?

The U.S. wiretapping law is an infringement of citizens’ privacy 


Yesterday, the Supreme Court-held a hearing 
to challenge the 2008 wiretap law, which allows 
the government to listen to and record Ameri- 
can’s phone calls and emails. The case came after 
several U.S. Supreme Court justices suggested to 
lawyers and civil right activists to challenge this 
federal law. 

Former President George W. Bush authorized 
this law, called the Foreign Intelligence Surveil- 
lance Act (FISA), shortly afterSept. 11 for the 
National Security Agency to intercept communi- 
cation between suspected terrorists overseas and 

. their U.S. connections without a warrant. The law 
was extended to any American communication, 
but foreigners abroad must be targeted first. 

The range of people under this surveillance 
is broad. From foreigners to citizens without a 
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criminal record to any American making an out- 
of-country call, anybody can be under surveil- . 
lance. The federal law allows any telephone or 
email communication to be intercepted in the 
U.S., regardless of any suspicion of wrongdoing. 
This information is recorded and stored in a data- 
base that is never deleted. 

There have been cases taken 
to the court by citizens suing 
for the invasion of privacy, but 
they have not succeeded. The 
cases have fallen short because there is no evi- 
dence to prove that wiretapping has brought any 
harm to these citizens — aside from infringing 
on their constitutional right to privacy. 

The group of human rights activists, legal and 
media organizations such as the American Civil 
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Liberties Union, are fighting to repeal this law 
because if is a catch-22. 

The government claims that citizens can- - 
not challenge the law without proof that their 
communication was under surveillance, yet this 
information is strictly secret. 

The law protects phone 
companies from being sued 
for allowing the wiretapping 
as well, so Americans have no 
4 control over this infringement 
of privacy. 

Supporters of the repeal claim that this grid- 
locked law is unconstitutional as the government 
has ensured we can do nothing about it. 

- This law was passed in lieu of fear instilled by 
Sept. 11. Many felt safer knowing the govern- 
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ment was taking control of the terrorism acts 
overseas, but was there enough interception of 
this communication to wave our civil right of 
privacy? 

FISA negates our democratic process by elimi- 
nating any other courts from taking part. The 
FISA court meets in private and will not allow the 
public to alter the act. 

Four years later, action towards the law’s 


' repeal have been set in motion. This hearing will 


not determine whether or not the law can reside 
but will be tried for allowing citizens to sue. It 
will not address whether it is lawful or not, yet it 
will pave the road for future measures.
